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INTRODUCTION 


This checklist is intended to list all the first British editions of books written by 
J.S. Fletcher. A few books published in America but not in Britain are also included. In 
addition some books or story collections which were issued under new titles are also 
listed. 


Neither of the editors are professional bibliographers and this work has been in the 
making for some twenty years. It does then seem best to publish now with all 
imperfections rather than wait. Ars longa, vita brevis. In the future it is to be hoped 
that a professional bibliographer will produce a full bibliography and that this present 
publication will be of assistance. 


The main section is in alphabetical order and is followed by two appendices. Appendix A 
is a list of books by publisher in date order. Appendix B is a list of printers. 


Each main entry is constructed on the same pattern: 


(1) TITLE (as given on title page) (The byline is J.S. Fletcher unless stated) 
Titles announced but not published are given in italics 

(2) PUBLISHER CODE (see Appendix A) 

(3) DATE OF PUBLICATION (usually as given in the English Catalogue of Books) 

(4) PUBLISHER (and see notes in Appendix A) 

(5) DATE The date given in book and where OR "Not dated" 

(6) TOTAL PAGE COUNT AND PAGINATION (IN BRACKETS) (nn = not numbered) 

(7) PRINTER Given in abbreviated form. Full form in Appendix B. 

(8) PRICE ON PUBLICATION (usually as given in the English Catalogue of Books) 
There were 12 pence in a shilling, and twenty shillings in a pound. A penny, twopence 
etc is indicated by 0/1, 0/2 etc, a shilling, two shillings etc 1/0, 2/0 etc. Seven 
shillings and sixpence is 7/6. 


(9) LIST(S) OF OTHER BOOKS BY FLETCHER (or No List of other titles) 
In many cases only one publisher's books are listed and these are listed using the 
PUBLISHER CODE, so that, for instance,

means that Ward, Lock 9 books are listed in the order as shown

JOSEPH SMITH FLETCHER 1863-1935 


Writer of poetry, theology, biography, North Country topography, science fiction, lost race 
and historical fiction, romance, regional novels, religious verse, pastoral comedy, journalism and 
detective fiction, Fletcher has few rivals for this range of writing. He used the pseudonym "A Son 
of the Soil" and was christened "7he Dean of Detective Fiction" by the American crime reading 
public. 


In the February 1925 edition of 7he Bookman appears an article by Alfred C. Ward entitled 
"The Mystery of J. S. Fletcher" in which he says of his overwhelming output as a writer "the half 
is not told in the usual references". 


Little is known about Fletcher's personal life and compiling both his biography and 
bibliography can be compared to the spinning of threads into yarn. A search was made through 
material donated to Pontefract Public library by his son Valentine. Informative though this was, 
there remained not one single item that gave reference to his life before 1890 thus raising more 
questions than answers into his enigmatic life. The untold story of his life may rest somewhere 
within the pages of his novels. 


Like many other authors of the same era Fletcher struggled in the early years to make a 
living, until he began to write detective stories. At his peak in the 1920s and 1930s he was one of 
the most celebrated and highest paid authors of his day with well over two hundred books to his 
credit. 


His early rustic and regional romances are in a class of their own. His description of the 
period and the place settings are told from personal knowledge, with an accuracy of historical fact 
that is largely beyond dispute. For the era, the sexual behaviour of the characters frequently 
borders on the risqué as did many of his plots. 


Fletcher intentionally satirised people in high positions, particularly those who held 
municipal office. For this he was ostracised by the North of England for the remainder of his life. 
The only choice left to him was to leave his native county and take up residence in the South where 
he remained in voluntary exile until his death. Sadly, Yorkshire lost an author, but the country 
gained a novelist who ranked with the most distinguished writers of the Golden Age of Detective 
Fiction. 


Throughout his long career, Fletcher wrote many short stories. He contributed to various 
magazines and journals of the day that flooded this popular market. It is more than likely that if 
one were to come across a magazine dating from the late 1800s to the 1930s a short story or article 
by Fletcher could be found in their pages. In most cases these stories eventually found their way 
into one of the published story collections that are included as part of this bibliography. Within 
my research I have found that very few escaped publication such was the enthusiasm of his reading 
public. 


Joseph Smith Fletcher's career spanned more than five decades. He died of a heart attack at 
his home in Dorking on 30th January 1935 at around 9 o'clock in the evening. He was one week short 
of his seventy-second birthday. His last known written article entitled The North: Moors Dales And 
Wolds can be found in "THE BEAUTY OF BRITAIN A Pictorial Survey" published at 5/- as part of the 
Batsford Pilgrim's.

Joseph Smith Fletcher, known to his family as “Joe” was born on the 7th February 1863 in 
Halifax, the only child of the Reverend John Fletcher, a non-conformist minister and Sarah 
Smith daughter of a Darrington farmer. According to his death certificate John Fletcher died 
on the 26th of October 1863 aged 41 from "hydrothorax resulting from disease of the heart”. 
Seven years later in 1870 at the age of seven, Joe and his mother went to live with his 
maternal grandmother Annie Smith, spinster aunt Hannah Smith and the household's 15 year old 
maid Mary Burton at Denby House, Darrington. In 1884 Joe married the twice widowed Annie 
Busfield at Manningham St Mary Magdalene. She was the daughter of James Harrison a wool- 
merchant of Bradford. In 1891 the Fletchers went to live at 9 Westfield Crescent, Bradford 
with Annie's daughter Ethel (born Yeadon c.1881) and their three sons Wilfred John Lidden 
(born Leeds c.1886), Leo (born Bradford c.1888) and William Patrick G. (born Bradford c.1891). 
The marriage ended in separation around 1900 when Joe became acquainted with the Irish writer 
Rosamond Grant Langbridge. Being Catholic, Annie Fletcher refused to grant her husband a 
divorce, but on 22nd December 1926 Annie died at her home in Sunderland. At long last Joe and 


Rosamond were free to marry. The wedding took place on 24th March 1927 at the London Register 
Office Hanover Square. J. S. Fletcher died on 30 January 1935 at his home "Falkland", Harrow 
Road, West Dorking, Surrey and the administration of his will valued at £6,399/7/4 was granted 
to "Valentine Fletcher, student" the couple's only son. A later administration of effects 


valued at £775 was granted on 1 March 1951 to "Rosamond Grant Fletcher widow". Rosamond died 
on 2nd July 1964 in the Colchester area.

TEMPTATION OF MADGE CHARTERIS by Wilfred Carlton (possibly a Fletcher pseudonym) 
published by J.S. Fletcher & Co in THE YORKSHIRE ILLUSTRATED MONTHLY from December 1883 
to August 1884. 


Published from December 1883 to August 1884 by J. S. Fletcher & Co THE YORKSHIRE ILLUSTRATED 
MONTHLY featured poems, articles and short stories by him. This was a vehicle by which 
Fletcher, as author and editor, brought his early writing to the public's attention. The first 
issue opens with a serialised novel by Wilfred Carlton (a possible pseudonym) entitled THE 
TEMPTATION OF MADGE CHARTERIS, the style being much that of the young Fletcher. The opening 
lines tell of a shipwreck drama and the saving of lives in ".... high tide, and breakers...." 
Sadly, this new venture into publishing by Fletcher was to be short lived and in August 1884 
after only nine issues the magazine closed with Chapter X of the novel not being published.
